G.S.R. 6.36. — In exercise o£ the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 18 of the Central Reserve Police Force Act, 1949 (66 

of 1949), the Central Government hereby makes the follow- 
ing rules further to amend the Central Reserve Police Force 
Rules, 1955, namely : — 

1. (1) These nrles may be called the Central Reserve 
Police Force Rules (4th Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 43 of the Central Reserve Police Force Rules, 
1955, after sub-rule (b), the following sub-rule shall be added, 
namely — 

“(c) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule — 

(i) the appointing authority shall, if it is of opinion 

that it is in the public interest to do so, have abso- 
lute right to retire any member of the Force who 
has attained the age of 50 years or put in 25 years 
of qualifying service, by giving him notice erf not 
less than three months in writing or three jnonths’ 
pay and allowances in lieu of such notice; 

(ii) any member of the Force, may, by giving notice 

of not less than three months in writing to the 
appointing authority, retire from service after he 
has attained the age of 50 years or put in 25 years 
of qualifying service. 

(d) (i) Any member of the Force who has put in no! less 
than 20 years of qualifying service may, by giving 
notice of not less than three months in writing to 
the appointing authority, retire from service volun- 
tarily, and unless the exigencies of service require 
otherwise, he shall he permitted so to retire. 

(ii) The benefit of retiring pension shall be admissible 

to members of the Force retiring uudei clause (i). 

(iii) A notice of less than three months may also be 

accepted by the appointing authority in appro- 
priate cases, with the concurrence of the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Expenditure. 

(iv) A notice of voluntary retirement may be withdrawn 

with the approval of the appointing authority, pro- 
vided the request for such withdrawal is made 
before the expiry of the period of notice. 

(v) Before a member of the Force gives notice of 

voluntary retirement with reference to this sub- 
rule, he should satisfy himself by means of a refe- 
rence lo the appriprinte administrative authority 
that he has, in fact, completed 20 years of service 
qualifying for pension. 


(vi) A notice to retire voluntarily under clause (i) 
after completion of 20 years of qualifying service 
shall require acceptance by the appointing autho- 
rity if the date of retirement on the expiry tif the 
period of notice would be earlier than the dale on 
which the member of the Force concerned could 
have retired under sub-rule (a). Such acceptance 
may be generally given In all cases, except where — 

(a) any disciplinary proceedings are ponding or con- 

templated against the member of the Force con- 
cerned for the Imposition of a major penalty and 
the disciplinary authority, having tegard lo the 
circumstances of the case, is of the view that the 
imposition of the penalty or removal or dismis- 
sal from the service would be warranted in the 
case; or 

(b) any prosecution is contemplated or may have 
been launched in a court of law against (he 
member of the Fotce concerned : 

Provided that : — 

(i) in cases referred to in Item (a) and item (b) above, 

approval of the Government in the case of Superior 
Officers, of the Inspector General in the case of 
Subordinate and Under Officers, of the Deputy Ins- 
pector General in the case of other members of 
the Force except enrolled followers and of the 
Commandant in the case of enrolled followers shall 
be obtained ; 

(ii) in other cases, acceptance by the appointing authority 

may be presumed and the retirement of the mem- 
ber of the Force concerned may take effect In terms 
of the notice, unless the appointing authority passes 
an order to the contrary before the expiry of the 
period of notice. 

(vil) While granting proportionate pension to a member of 
the Force retiring voluntarily under this sub-rule, 
weightage upto five years would bo given as an ad- 
dition to the qualifying service actually rendered by 
him, subject to ihc following conditions, namely : — 

(a) the tolal qualifying service after allowing the weigh- 

tage should not, in any event, exceed 30 years of 
qualifying service, and 

(b) the total qualifying service after giving the weight- 
age should not exceed the qualifying service which 
he would have bad, if he had retired voluntarily 
at the lowest agc|minimum service limit applicable 
to him for voluntary retirement under this rule. 

(viii) The amount of pension to be granted after giving 
weightage shall be subject to the provisions of rule 
6 of the Central Civrl Services (Pension) Rules, 
1972 . 

(ix) The weightage admissible under clause (vii) shall 
only bo an addition to the qualifying sendee for 
purpose of pension and gratuity, but shall not en- 
title the member of the Force retiring voluntarily, to 
any notional fixation of pay for purpose of deter- 
mining the pension and gratuity based on the actual 
emoluments calculated with reference lo the dale 
of retirement. 

Explanations : 

I. ‘Qualifying service’ means service rendered while on 
duty or otherwise, which shall be taken into account 
for the purpose of pension and gratuity admissible 
under the retirement rules. 

U. In computing the period of three months of notice 
referred to in sub-nilcs (c) and (d), the date of ser- 
vice of the notice and the date of its expiry shall be 
excluded."

G.S.R. 656.— Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Mines Rules, 1955 were published as required by sub 
section (1) of Section 59 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), 
at pages 1696 and 1697 of the Gazette of India Part II Section 3 
Sub-section (i), dated the 16th June, 1979 under the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour 
No, G.S.R. 848, dated the 31st May, 1979, inviting objections 
or suggestions from all persons likely to be affected hereby, 
till the expiry of a period of three months from the date of 
publication of the said notification in the official Gazette; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 16th June, 1979; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft have been considered by the Central 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 58 of the said Act, the Central Government, after 
referring the said draft to the Mining Boards constituted under 
the said Act and after giving such Boards a reasonable oppor- 
tunity of reporting as to the expediency of making the said 
amendments and as to the suitability thereof, as required by 
sub-section (4j of section 59 of the said Act, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Mines Rules, 1955, 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Mines (Amendment) 
Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from the 1st 
October, 1980. 

2. In the Mines Rules, 1955 

(i) in rule 77 the words “keeping separate page for each 
person employed in the mine” shall be inserted at the 
end; 
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(ii) after rule 77, the following rule shall be inserted 
namely : — 

“77A. Identity tokens : (1) (a) The Owner, agent 
or manager of a mine shall issue, free of cost, to every 
person employed in the mine, a metal token (herein- 
after referred to as token), bearing a number and other 
particulars by which such person may be ideniified: 

Provided that if any other equally effective system 
of identification is in force in any mine and the Chief 
Inspector is satisfied of the same he may exempt such 
mine from the operation of this rules, subject to such 
conditions as he may deem fit to impose. 

(b) No person employed in a mine shall enter or 
be permitted to enter for work in any part of a mine 
unless he carries on his person the token issued to him, 

(c) The token shall be of such durable and strong 
material as cannot be easily damaged or defaced. 

(d) The token shall be carried by an employee on 
his person during the time he is on duty. 

(e) Where a token is damaged, defaced or lost, 
due to reasons other than the fault or negligence of the 
employee concerned a duplicate token shall be issued 
forthwith to such employee free of charge and such 
duplicate token shall be stamped “DUPLICATE”. 

(f) Where a token is damaged, defaced or lost due 
to the fault Or negligence of the employee concerned, 
a duplicate token stamped “DUPLICATE”, shall be 
issued forthwith to such employee and such employee 
shall be liable to pay fifty per cent of the cost of the 
duplicate token issued to him. 

(2) The token number and other particulars by 
which the employee may be identified, together with a 
passport size photograph, shall be entered in the regis- 
ter in Form B prescribed under rule 77.” ;
